U. S. Public Health Service 


Has Facts Upon Which 


to Base Fight. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—-Sur- 


geons of the public health service 
were enthusiastic today over the re- 
sults of'the Infantile paralysis con- 
ference just concluded here with 
state health officers and optimistic 
that real progress has been made to- 
ward coping with the mysterious dis- 
ease. Admitting frankly that the 
disease is obscure both as to origin, 
transmission and treatment, experts 
nevertheless believe that the way 
has been payed at least to allay in a 
measure public anxiety and hope ul- 
timately to solve the riddle which to 
date seems one without answer. 


Discussing the conference Dr. Wm. 


Colby Rucker. assistant surgeon of 
the public health service, who had a 
large part in arranging |he meet- 
ing and who presided at most of its 
sessions, made this statement to the 
International News Service: 


"The 
conference has resulted in 


bringing together of a considerable 
mass of information relative to the 
sympomatqlogy, epidemioMgy 
and 


methods of control of InfatUle par- 
alysis. As a result of the reports 
which were made by recognised ex- 
perts in the handling of the disease, 
fresh from the held, it has been pos- 
sible to co-ordinate and standardise 
methods for the 
prevention of the 


Interstate, IntrMtate and Interurban 
spread of Infantile paralysis.

trouble. 


For example. Dr. Boris Sldis, the 


eminent New York psychologist and 
nerve specialist had a patient come 
to him who was constantly disturb- 
ed by fear ot the dark and suffered 
great humiliation from

reasonable attacks of cowardice. Dr. 
Sidis treated the patient and event- 
ually found out that when a small 
boy of ten this man 
bad spent a 


night in an empty barn, alone aiyi 
half-frozen, hiding from a band ot 
Russian soldiers who bad murder- 
ed him father and brother. The boy 
had later come to this country and

Compared with 
European exchanges, the United States of- 
fers a far more efficient brand of service.

named Gilbert flew from Paris to Rheiins, 
100 miles, in 55 minutes, arriving at his des- 
tination before the news of his departure 
could be telephoned. The distance between 
Xcw York and Philadelphia, 93 miles, of- 
fers a fair comparison. 
The average time 


required for connecting the two cities is 70 
seconds. 


Here in Lima transcontinental demon- 


strations have proved that New York and 
San Francisco may be connected in a few 
minutes. Official complaints in the Reichs- 
tag testify to the fact that in -Germany a 
letter will serve the purpose of a long dis- 
tance call in less time. 


The Chamber of Commerce of Chambery,

nections with Paris, 280 miles, until the day 
after the call is filed. To secure connee- 
tjpns with a city the same distance from 
Lima would require of you only a two- 
minute wait. 


The United States is larger than
